“So long as major hostilities con- 
tinue, so long as the strain on man- 
power, equipment and: materials for 
war remains severe, the relative 
shortages of many consumer goods 
will continue, and price control will 
remain in the national interest,” de- 
clared K. W. Taylor, WPTB- Foods 
Co-ordinator, in an address to the 
Hamilton Advertising and Sales Club 
recently. 

“After the last war prices ai the 
cost of living rose just twice as fast 
in the 18 months after the Armistice 
as they did in the 52 months of the 
war itself, and the collapse in prices 
after June, 1920, was that much 
more severe and calamitous,” said 
Mr. Taylor. 

Mr. Taylor explained that it was 
the government's policy to retain 
price control in substantially its 
present form until the imminent 
threat of inflation is passed. 

Explaining our system of rationing 
Mr. Taylor said “You can-ration by 
price; that is you can let prices be 
uncontrolled. Then goods in short 
supply will skyrocket and only those 
with long purses will get the goods. 
That is the most unfair and indefens- 
ible kind of rationing. Or you can 
control the price and do nothing else. 
Then you get rationing either by 
queue (first come, first served) or 
through fllegal prices in the black 
market. This again is a most unfair 
and highly inseffictient way of ration- 
ing goods.” 

“For those kinds of goods which 
are needed by practically all families 
in more or leas even amounts ration- 
ing by coupon has been found to -be 

the fairest and most efficient method. 
For other kinds of goods which are 
essential to some people but not need- 
ed by many others, the Board rations 
by issuing permits to buy.” 

“We all realize that rationing by 
coupon is expensive in money, in 
time and in labour to all concerned, 
to the government, to business and to 
the consumer. “We therefore avoid 
rationing as almost a last resort and 
we take rationing off just as soon as 
we possibly can,” said Mr. Taylor. 

“The relaxation of supply control 
does not mean that a flood of new 
supplies will be reaching the market 
immediately. It may be many months 
before many of these items reach the 
retail stores,” he warned.

Remember “away back” when some 
one had the bright idea that if Hit- 
ler could be hung on the nearest ap- 
ple tree the war and the world’s 
troubles would end? Germany has 
been without an effective Hitler for 
months, but shows no sign of return 
to civilization. The man he designat- 
ed as first choice for his mantle is a 
prisoner in Britain. His second choice 
apparently is in some sort of dog- 
house. Where Hitler himself is, if 
living, is a mystery. The Senate has 
not appointed another Fuehrer. The 
war goes on with all the desperation 
a determined nation can muster. 

Neither the absence of Hitler and 
Hess nor the helpnessness of Goering 
makes a difference. Himmler, master 
hangman, has taken over, and after 
him are others ready to carry on. 
Can the war be attributed any long- 
er to Hiftferite Germany or even to 
Nazi Germany, unless the preponder- 
ance of the population is Nazi? 

The reported situation in Germany 
leads to one of two conclusions—-that 
the people as a whole are willing t 
fight even to extinction, or they are 
too helpless to resist exploitation by 
the ruthless men they have permitted 
to rise among them. In either case 
they have cut out the pattern for the 
kind of peace they deserve. © In the 
mass they are brutal and aggressive 
toward others by nature or through 
choice of circumstances., Thereforr 
they cannot be trusted. —

WARTIME INCONGRUITIES 


Glimpses of life in Europe's oppres- 
sed countries are filtering into Can- 
ada as Allied armies steadily but 
surely bring about the liberation of 
these lands from German domination. 
Through war correspondents’ reports 
and news photos Canadians are learn- 
ing more and more about the hard- 
ship, degradation and privation suff- 
ered during the five years of war. 

The sympathy engendered by these 
accounts should in.no way be temp- 
ered by reports of factional strife in 
these countries, of gay and protracted 
liberation celebrations, of crowds at 
race meetings and of the latest Par- 
isian fashions. These are the incon-

ture of conditions’ in the - greater 


.| part of Europe. 


On this side of the Atlantic we 
have been engrossed with the broad- 
aspects of war—of German and Al- 
lied offensives and withdrawals, the 
effects of the German air blitz .on 
Britain, the atrocities in Poland and 
Greece and the Nazi persecution of 
the Jews. So black has been this ov- 
ershadowing picture that we have 
hardly sensed that life has gone on 
for the suffering peoples, a life only 
possible because it has been buoyed 
by the hope of ultimate release. 

’ Every picture has its light as well 

as its shade and a little thought puts 
the incongruities of war in their 
proper perspective. The spark of 
freedom has been kept alive under 
conditions never before known in the 
History of Europe and the resiliency 
of the emancipated nations has been 
thought-provoking in its revelation. 

But behind it all lies the fact that 
the wartorn and pillaged countries 
cannot fully recover without the 
help that only the New World can 
give in abundance. Canada’s part in 
hringing about this recovery will be

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WHAT DO WE 
- KNOW ABOUT IT? 


, Canadians are all in a dither over 
the question of conscription, and, with 
Parliament meeting today to deal 

th the question, it outwardly, at 
least, would seem to be one of na- 
tional importance. And, if it hase 
direct hearing on the welfare or safe- 
ty of our fighting forces, it is a con- 
cern of paramount importance to all 
of us. However, we have got to real- 
ize that what we, the people, includ- 
ing our so-called representatives in 
Parliament do not know about the 
war is immense. We may talk more 
or less glibly about what we read in 
the papers or hear over the radio 
but the information we get from these 
censored sources is small stuff that 
goes on in the secret conferences at 
Teheran, Moscow, Quebec. That is as 
it must be, of course. Wars cannot be 
conducted along democratic lines in 
any country and, too, the welfare of 
the individual, even the individual 
fighting man, must be of small con- 
cern in the conduct of a war. 

It is natural for us to think of 
this war purely as a military strug- 
gle being fought out on the various 
battlefields of the world. It is quite 
possible that, if we could have listen- 
ed in at Quebec, Moscow or Teheran 
we would have learned that there is 
much more to a war than the mili- 
tary operations that frequently the 
success or failure on this or that sec- 
tor of the front has little or no bear- 
ing on the outcome of the war. 

So, while we may be absolutely 
right in objecting on principle even at 
this late date to our present system 
of recruiting men for the armed 
forces, we should do so remembering 
that what we do not know about the 
conduct of the war might alter our 
attitudes a very great deal. The sit-

Figures in the 74th annual state- 
ment of The Dominion Bank, pre- 


sented at the mecting of shareholders |- 
in Toronto December 13th, show a 


strong liquid position, substantially 
higher deposits, and an increase in

investments and commercial loans, as 
a result of_operations for the twelve 
months ending 3lst October, 1944. 


The amount of total assets, which 
exceeds $275,000,000, is the highest 
ever published in the Bank’s history. 


Net profits totalled $925,974, as 
compared with $914,249 for the pre- 
vious year, after allowing for Domin- 
ion Government Taxes of $834,508 
of which $81,307 is refundable. 


An amount of $412,000 transferred 
from Contingency Reserves to Profit 
and Loss Account for payment in re- 
spect of 1943 Government taxes was 
arrived at after consultation with De- 
partment of Finance officials, who 
considered that the reserve made for 
bad debts in 1943 was in excess of 
requirements. Dominion Government 


‘taxes for that year now total $851,- 


019, including the provision of $439,- 
019 made in last year’s statement. 


Profit and Loss Account now stands 
at $1,071.725, to which has been 
transferred $105,974 after providing 
for $560,000 in dividends, $110,000 
towards Officers’ Pension Fund, and 
$150,000 written off Bank Premises. 
Capital stands at $7,000,000 and Re- 
serve $7,000,000, the 
year. 

Deposits were higher by snasecaoneD 
than last year, totalling $247,839,000. 
Of these $18,671,000 were non-inter- 
est bearing and $34,835,000 interest 
bearing, Balances carried by Domin- 
ion and Provincial Governments show- 
ed a decrease of about $3,000,000. 

The figure for cash assets, $48,290,- 
000, is over 19 per cent of liabilities | 
to the public, and total quick assets 
of $196,754,000 represent 77 per cent. 
of these liabilities. 

The Bank holds in investment se- 
curities a total of $143,636,000, an in- 
crease of $38,869,000 over last year, 
the largest investment portfolio in the 
Bank’s history. These seaurities con- 
sist of Dominion and Provincial Gov- 
ernment bonds to the amount of over 
$139,000,000, and the balance, some 
$4,000,000, in municipal. and other 
high grade securities. 

Call loans remain about the same as 
last year. Commercial. loans and dis- 
counts in Canada, however, increased 
by over $5,500,000 to a total of 
$65,759,000. Note circulation, further 
reduced by some $618,000 in compli- 
ance with statutory requirements, 
stands at $1,462,000. 

The amount of Letters, Accept- 
ances, etc., increased by $869,000 to 
a total of $6,150,000, and Bank Prem- 
ises account, reduced by writing off 
$150,000 during the year, at $4,884,-

In a recent radio broadcast in the 
Of Things to Come series dealing 
with the effects of war on youth, em- 
phasis was placed on one point of 
which we need frequently to be re- 
minded. Youth, even quite young 
children, need to be needed. They 
need to know that they are useful, 
that they “belong” in the home and 
in the community, and this belonging 
must be genuine, not just a pretence. 
A normal youngster who grows up 
in an atmosphere where he realizes 
that he had a definite part to play in 
the well-being of the home is much 
more likely to grow up straight and 
true than the youngster who senses 
that he is a problem, a liability and 
more or less of a nuisance. That is 
why War appeals so readily to youth. 
The teen-aged boy called into the 
armed services is at once made to 
feel that he has an important job to 
do, Because fighting is a young man’s 
job—in the sense that only youth 
could be trained to do it—he realizes 
his importance and he grows up, al- 
most overnight.

Eat More Potatoes . 
For Your Health 


Avoiding potatoes for fear of 
getting fat? Then, here's inter- 
esting news from the Nutrition 
Division, Ottawa. One 
sized potato contains fewer calories 
than a chocolate bar, a serving of 
apple pie or a serving of un-iced 
cake. So, next time, think before 
choosing between dessert and po- 
tatoes, 

The importance of potatoes in 
the diet was recognized in Europe 
in the 17th century when it was 
discovered that scurvy followed in 
the wake of potato famines. Many 
years later it was discovered that 
scurvy resulted from lack of vita- 
min C, the anti-scorbutic vitamin, 
which potatoes supplied. Vitamin 
C also helps to promote growth, 
helps in the formation of teeth 
and in building up resistances to 
disease. 

Potatoes are also a good source 
or iron, the mineral which is 
necessary for red bood and good 
health. Without a‘ serving every 
day it is quite possible that there 
would be a deficiency of vitamin 
C in Canadian diets, even with a

Q. How can I make a filler for 
floor cracks? 

A. Make a paste of 2 cups of 
flour, 1 tablespoonful of alum, and 
3 quarts of water.

Use a 
putty knife to fill in the cracks. 
After the paste has hardened, apply 
a stain, and the filled cracks w'll 
hardly be visible. 


Q. How can I store white gar- 
ments so that they will not turn 
yellow? 


A. Wrap them up in blue tissue 
paper, Or, take an old sheet, dip 
it into strong laundry bluing water, 
and when dry “wrap. the garments 
in ‘this. 

Q. How can | lighten the color 
of my skin? 


A. If the face is given frequent 
applications of buttermilk the skin 
will be lighter. 

©. How can I restore a shrunken 
wool sweater back to its original 
shape? 

A. Wet the sweater, drop it into 
a pillow case, hang the pillow case 
on the line by the hem and let 
water drip into it.
